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Notice of Termination

Pursuant to the authority of 2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 76, the Department of Public Health terminates
the rule making initiated by its Notice of Intended Action published in the lowa Administrative Bulletin
on January 22, 2014, as ARC 1293C, proposing the adoption of new Chapter 52, “Vision Screening,”
Iowa Administrative Code.

The 85th General Assembly, in 2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 76, established a vision screening
requirement for children enrolled in a public or accredited nonpublic elementary school and directed
the Department to adopt rules necessary to administer vision screening.

The Notice proposed rules that described the vision screening requirement for children enrolling
in kindergarten and third grade. In addition, the Notice proposed rules that specified the procedures
that constitute a vision screening, specified who can conduct a screening, and prescribed reporting
requirements.

The Department is terminating the rule making commenced in ARC 1293C and will renotice the
proposed rules to further clarify the vision screening requirement.

After analysis and review of this rule making, no impact on jobs has been found.
